Dear Ms Skinner: 

I have received your correspondence regarding the homicide and missing 
persons case of Edward Smith and Kim IiaVine. I am pleased that Mrs. 

Ruth LaVine has contacted your agency for assistance in dealing with 
the emotional stress and trauma associated with her daughter's dis¬ 
appearance and probable murder. I am sure that she and her husband 
are going through very severe and troubled times as they attempt to 
deal with this terrible situation. They are naturally plagued with 
questions on every detail of this case. 

I am sorry, but I cannot respond to your questions concerning the details 
of our investigation. My reasoning for this is based on my feeling that 
you do not need this information to accomplish your job to help the LaVine 
family to deal with the loss of their loved one. It also appears that 
every detail that we release to the LaVines has in turn been released 
to the news media. I am not sure of their reasons for releasing this 
information, except that they apparently feel that we have failed in our 
job to properly investigate this case.-. If that is their feeling, I am 
sorry, but 1 cannot agree. We have done everything possible to locate 
their daughter and solve this homicide. 

The Grant County Sheriff's Department has a policy of not releasing 
details of a pending or open case to persons not involved as victims. 
Persons with involvement as victims of a crime are entitled to copies 
of investigative reports, but must obtain those through the Prosecuting 
Attorneys Office. However, this is not the case in the matter of the 
death of Edward Smith. Mr. and Mrs. LaVine have no legal right to any 
information in relation to the death of Edward Smith. The case of their 
missing daughter is not our case, but that of the King County Police. 

VJe cannot release details of any other agency's case in which we are only 
an assisting agency.

We have released numerous details of the homicide and the missing persons 
case to the LaVines in an effort to keep them appraised of the investigation 
and to help assure them that the case is ongoing and is being properly 
handled. I know the King County Police has had continued contact with 
the LaVines and has kept them up to date as much as possible. 

I have deep concerns that the news media has so many of the details 
of this case, that it is possible that the case can be extensively damaged 
at the time of any trial. You also asked if I felt that a reward would 
help in the solving of this case. I am unable to accurately answer that 
question. It is possible that any posters with a reward offer could cause 
formerly disinterested persons to become aware of the case, and supply 
needed clues. I will be available to meet with the LaVines when they arrive 
in our area and will be happy to discuss the case with them at that time. 

If you have any further questions in reference to this matter, that does 
not reveal details of the investigation, I will be most happy to respond.

Sirs: 

On April 19 my friend and I were driving from Bellevue to Spokane and pulled off 
the highway (1-90) at Moses Lake to eat some sandwiches we had brought with us. 
The road we turned off at was the one that indicated the way to both a 
State Patrol Office and an O.R.V. park. It then paralleled 1-90 heading East. 

We backed into a semi-cleared area where there were several abandoned foundations 
for buildings of some kind that were somewhat overgrown and as we looked from 
the front of our car a road T-d into that frontage road, going South. We 
became interested in a bird that we had never seen before and I later looked it 
up in a bird book when I got home. 

When we had finished eating I got out of the car to put our ice chest in the 
back end and was almost made ill by the powerful stench of something very 
dead - animal, I thought - possibly a dog that had been hit on the freeway 
right behind us a few yards. 

I don't think it even occured to us to report the incident at that time, we 
simply assumed that it was a dead animal. This past Sunday, I was describing 
that bird to a family friend of my in-laws, a farmer from South Dakota, and 
he said, "Oh yes, that was a * • They eat carrion." Maybe it was 

the word "carrion" that really made me realize the possibility that what we 
smelled could have been human remains. That bird had circled around our car 
from a fence post along the road heading south to a bush slightly behind us 
and to our right. 

Anyway, I've spent the better part of the morning trying to find out who to 
contact to report this and never was able to get a toll-free number so I 
decided to write this instead. I hope that my first thought (a dead animal) 
is correct, but with so damned many bodies showing up lately that is a 
possibility, I suppose, and should be investigated. 

I will try to draw a diagram to describe our location so you don't waste a lot 
of time on this.

OXFORD — An Oxford couple 
whose daughter has been missing 
more than six weeks in Washington 
State feels she is the victim of a 
brutal murder, as was her fiance, 
and have asked Gov. Joseph Bren¬ 
nan and U.S. Senator George Mitch¬ 
ell to intervene for them with Wash¬ 
ington State officials. 

In an interview at their home, 
Clyde (Bob) and Ruth LaVine ex¬ 
pressed anger and frustration with 
the way police have handled the 
j case, and openly discussed how^ 
they and their five other children 
are dealing with their emotions, 
their thoughts on capital punish¬ 
ment and why they wrote her obitu¬ 
ary and held a memorial service 
five weeks after she was reported 
missing by her employer. 

“Technically she is alive. There 
, is no body,” said LaVine, an admin¬ 
istrator at Oxford Hills High School 
in South Paris. “I would like to find 
I my daughter, but I really do not 
expect to find her alive,” he ad¬ 
mitted. 

Kimberly LaVine and her fiance, 
Edward Smith J., both 27, were last 
seen around 2 p.m. on March 9 in 
Vantage, a small town in central 
Washington on the Columbia River, 
about 160 miles southeast of their 
suburban Seattle apartment. They 
had left their home about 5 a.m. 
that day, neighbors told police, to 
take a ride in their new car. 

Smith’s body was found the fol¬ 
lowing day in a gravel pit near Bev¬ 
erly, a rural town 10 miles south of 
Vanbge on the Columbia. His 
hands and feet had been bound, his 
throat cut, a lump on his head and 
no identification. 

Both were reported missing on 
March 12 by their employers when 


they failed to return to work as 
. scheduled. The LaVines were noti¬ 
fied late in the afternoon on March 
12 and conveyed the news to Ed¬ 
ward and Mabel Smith Sr. in Asso- 
net, Mass., on March 13. 

The case has officials in King 
County (Seattle), Kittitas County 
(Vantage), and Grant County (Bev¬ 
erly) baffled as to what happened 
and why. 

LaVine said recent newspaper ac¬ 
counts of neo-Nazi activities in the 
Seattle area and Oregon led him to 
consider the possibility the couple 
could have been confronted by 
members of such groups because 
Smith was dark complected (he 
was part Lebanese) and the name 
LaVine may have been associated 
with being Jewish, not French. Neo- 
Nazis advocate white supremacy 
and anti-semitism. 

LaVine said if derogatory re¬ 
marks were made to them about 
their supposed racial and ethnic 
backgrounds, “She (Kim) would 
challenge people. She wouldn’t ex¬ 
pect to get killed for it, but she 
would challenge that,” he said. 

“I think (whatever happened) 
came on very fast and very quicldy. 
Either Kim and Ed confronted 
someone on something that they 
didn’t like or they were in the wrong 
place at the wrong time,” said LaV¬ 
ine. 

Smith’s body w'as not identified 
until eight days after it was found, 
LaVine said, because police thought 
he was from India due to his skin 
tone and they were attempting to 
contact a consulate to make ar¬ 
rangements for burial. 

Although they were both reported 
missing on March 12 by their em¬ 
ployers and a statewide bulletin is¬ 
sued the next day describing them

NARRATIVE: 

On Tuesday, 09/24/85 at approximately 1100 hours, I spoke with 
suspect BALLARD in the Pitkin County Jail booking room. I introduced 
myself and asked BALLARD if he could speak with me. He said he would. 
I read BALLARD his rights per Miranda from a Miranda card and supplied 
BALLARD with a card to read along. (See enclosed sample card). 
After completing this and reading the back side questions number one 
and number two, BALLARD said he would speak with me. I asked suspect 
BALLARD if he owned the items, or had a campsite containing the items 
that had been recovered by the Forest Service at the Weller campsite 
east of town. I explained that the Forest Service had taken the 

items into custody and was closing the campsite and if the items 
belonged to BALLARD we would be able to take care of them 
GRIESINGER’s supplemental report). Suspect BALLARD stated that e 

did not have a campsite anywhere and had just gotten into town, 
thanked BALLARD and left. 

On Tuesday, 09/24/85, at approximately 1345 hours, I spoke with 
Sheriff ITIICKELSON of Wheatland, WY, phone 307-322-2331 and ^ 

requested to interview suspect BALLARD with reference to an incident 
that had occured in Glendo, WY and surrounding areas on 

1985. I found out later that this date was around August 8, 

Sheriff miCKELSON related specifics of the incident, which involve 
an armed rape, an armed theft, as well as a burglary in that area. 
On Tuesday, 09/24/85, at approximately 1520 hours, I began an inter 
view with suspect BALLARD in the- Pitkin County Sheriff s Office Jail 
Intoxilyzer Room. As in the previous interview, I read suspect 

BALLARD his rights per Miranda, this time using a Sherift s 
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Advisement of Rights form (see enclosure #2), which I did not request 
that BALLARD sign in anticipation of having him do so during a taped 
interview which I wanted to conduct following my initial interview. 
As I read BALLARD his rights, he told me that I didn’t need to read 
them (they were the same ones I had read earlier in the day) because 
I had read them to him before and that he had had them read to him 
before, meaning that he had been contacted, or arrested, before. I 
completed reading BALLARD his rights anyway to be sure and began ray 
interview. 

I told BALLARD that I wanted to speak with him about numerous subjects 
and some would be dealing with his problems in Idaho and Wyoming. I 
also told BALLARD that I wanted to speak with him about the time he 
had served in prison. I started out by asking BALLARD where he had 
done time. Suspect BALLARD stated that he had been in prison in New 
Mexico. We discussed prison life in New Mexico. We discussed things 
such as food, how BALLARD had worked in the kitchen which was one of 
the better jobs to have, about violence and rape in prison, which 
BALLARD hadn’t been directly effected by because he was big. BALLARD 
stated that he had taken up weight lifting in prison and could bench 
press 475 lbs. and curl 275 lbs. He also stated that this was one of 
the reasons that he worked in the kitchen so that he could get good 
food. We spoke of the racial makeup of the guards and prisoners. 
BALLARD stated that 90% of the guards were of Mexican descent and 
that aAot of the guards had relatives inside the prison. We spoke 
about nis living quarters and how the prison was divided into cells 
and dorms. We talked about his prison sentence where BALLARD stated 
that he had received a sentence from two to ten years and that this 
fluctuated according to the parole board and that he was originally 
sentenced for Aggravated Assault. We talked about BALLAHD’s escape 
and his re-capture in Washington State. We spoke of BALLAHD’s parole 
and the time he spent in Durango after his escape from prison. 

We spoke more of BALLAKD’s escape, of the time that he had walked out 
of New Mexico across the desert in November, that he had gone to 
Durango, CO and that he had hidden out in Durango, CO for a period of 
time. He stated that after being in Durango, CO, he had gone to his 
mother’s house and that after six months he had gotten a driver’s 
license in Idaho. He had not changed his name or date of birth and 
that during the period of time he was an escapee from the New Mexico 
prison, which was approximately one year, he had been driving trucks 
for the latter six months of this time and was getting paid under the 
table by truck owners. That finally one of the trucks that he had 
been driving across country had broken down in Washington State and 
he had put the truck into a shop to be repaired and that he had 
attempted to hitch hike home to Montana. He had then been i.D.’d by 
a Washington State Trooper and let go, but, knowing that he would be 
found out, he had tried to walk down the road as quickly as possible, 
getting three or four miles away, and then stopped by a Trooper again 
after the hit had come back in the computer and he was arrested and 
sent back to New Mexico. He stated he hod done one more year in New 
Mexico, but that they had not hung the escape on him because he had 
talked to ’’The Committee” which was a grievance committee and, due to 
extenuating circumstances had not been charged with the escape. 
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BALLAHD had spoken about his life towards the end of his initial stay 
in the New Mexico pen previous to his escape, telling me about the 
guards and the system where he was allowed to work as a trusty and 
had found, in his opinion, some of the guards had been stealing some 
of the feed that he had been putting up and that when it appeared 
that he was going to inform on them, Jife had gotten rough for him 
and this is what had prompted his escape. 


1 spoke with BALLAHU about his drinking and his family. BALLAHU 
seemed to indicate that most of his problems stemmed from a drinking 
problem. BALLAHU stated that he had been paroled to his mother in 
Montana and that he had then married and had twin children by his 
wife, who had two previous children. He stated that he had been able 
to escape for the period of time that he had because he was good in 
the woods, that he could set snares and live off the land. BALLAHU 
spoke of his being born in Colorado but never living in the state, 
except for the time that he was in Uurango during his initial escape 
from the New Mexico pen. 


1 brought up the subject of BALLAHU’s being wanted in Wyoming and 
advised BALLAHU that the rights I had read him per Miranda before 
were still in effect. BALLAHU said he understood. 1 asked BALLAHU 
what he remembered about the incident in Wyoming around July 8, 1985. 

BALLAHU acknowledged that he had been in Wyoming. He stated that he 
had been drunk and that is how he ended up in Wyoming. He stated 
that he is a mean drunk and that- he blacks out. His wife told him 
that when he wakes up the next day after a drunk, and he doesn t 
remember, that he had gotten pretty wild at a party the night before. 
He states he draws a complete blank at these times and it seems to be 
a common occurance. I asked BALLARD how he came to be in Wyoming. 
He said he was on a drunk and just ended up there. I asked him what 

he remembered about the incident in Wyoming and he stated, not much, 
that he was drunk. I asked him when he got to Wyoming and he stated 
that he was on a drunk, he was camping, and he had gone into a 
grocery when he had gotten into Glendo. He said he had purchased 
some cans of food and had started drinking. 1 related that he had 
been in the gas and grocery at 0100 hours on a morning and had 
purchased a bottle of pop and a pack of Camel filters. He sai e 
did not remember. I asked him if he remembered anything about the 

woman who was in the gas/grocery. He stated that she had brown 
I asked if he remembered anything about the assault. He said no. 1 
told him he had been playing pool and drinking all day. He said he 
did not remember. I told him that he had been with three people and 
he had won money. He said that he played pool well when he was drunk 
and that it was possible tliat he had won money. I filled in most o 
the scenario, his abduction of the woman, taking her near the a e, 
his gun, his assaulting her. I asked him if he remembered anyt 
He still contended that he was drunk and had had a black 
knew he was in Wyoming and admitted being there during tliis perio o 
time. I asked him about the first thing he remembered when he 

started remembering again and he thought for a second and rep le 
that he started remembering "her being taped to a tree" and she said 
something like. Are you going to kill me? or You’re going to ki me 
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now, aren’t you? I asked him what happened next and he said he road 
away. I asked him what type of bike he was riding and he said it was 
a Harley. 1 asked if he remembered where he went and he said he 
didn’t. I said I had been told by Wyoming that he had run out of gas 
and abandoned his bike. I said he had gone to a farm house and 
gotten a ride from a woman and while in her car, she had meant to 
turn one way and he had pointed a gun at her and told her to turn 
another way. She had become frightened and driven through some rough 
ground and stopped in a barrow ditch and run away from him while he 
was all shook up. Wyoming said that he had then driven away. I 
asked BALLARD about that and he said that he remembered being bounced 
or tossed around and then driving away. BALLARD wouldn’t acknowledge 
the gun. 

I told BALLARD that Wyoming had stated that he had broken into a 
ranch house and I asked him what kind of clothing he was wearing. He 
didn’t remember much of anything specific. I said Wyoming had found 
a pair of leather pants under a bed and BALLARD stated that he had 
worn leather pants because he was riding a motorcycle. During our 
conversation, I had mentioned Idaho and that I didn t know anytliing 
about that case or the why the Idaho authorities wanted him. I did 
ask BALLARD if he knew that he was wanted in Idaho before he v/ent to 
Wyoming and BALLARD said yes. I asked him how he knew and he said 
they, meaning the authorities, had spoken to his wife and she had 
told him. BALLARD said that he didn’t remember that episode because 
of his drinking but that it had started in Mis^au^la and I asked if he 
had then crossed over into Idaho and he nodded and said yes. 

On 09/26/85 between the hours of 1645 and 1700, I spoke a time 
with BALLARD. This time, as in the previous interview, we spoke in 
the Pitkin County Intoxilyer Room and, as I began rny interview with 
BALLARD, I read him a Pitkin County Sheriff’s Office Advisement of 
Rights form. I only read the sheet again, I had a tape recorder, but 
didn’t use it due to the fact that I believed BALLARD would not talk 
to me if I was taping the conversation. (See enclosure #3). 


I advised BALLARD that I wanted to talk with him more about 
I asked specifically about the gun, and where were the guns. BALLA ^ 
stated that he didn’t remember any guns. He also stated tnat he aau 
not talked to his wife since he had heard about Idaho. 

Wyoming because he was on the run and just drifting. Tle as in 

he remembers before his black out was shooting pool and, once ag , 

the first thing that he remembers was that the woman was cape o e 

tree. He said he looked over and was scared because he saw ^er taped 
to the tree. I asked him if he thought she lived, how was she taped^ 
BALLARD said she was taped around the bob'/ . I asked if she was ape 
around the neck would she survive. He said yes, she would survive, 
she was taped around the body. She said, you’re going to ki^ me 
now, huh?, which was his quote. He said he looked over and was 

scared because he saw her taped to the tree. He said, 1 

I looked over and I saw her and she scared me". That was his first 
recollection after playing pool. With reference to t e car in 

question, about the woman, he said he remembered being bounced around 
again. He does not remember a gun, he was vague on that inci on 
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he does remember driving and being scared. He told me he wanted to 
get out of that area. I told him once again about the farm house he 
had broken into. I said you broke into a house, why were the leather 
pants under the bed? He said he doesn’t remember, he said he wore 
jeans underneath his leather pants. I said, maybe he slept in his 
jeans . 


BALLAHU further related that after he left that particular area of 
Wyoming, he had gotten onto some railroad tracks to avoid contact 
with the authorities. He had walked for quite a period of time along 

the railroad tracks and that whenever a train had come by, he had 

hidden in the bushes. BALLARD stated that he had walked over some 
hills and come in the backside of Cheyenne, WY. He said he didn’t 
work when he was in Cheyenne, he had $260. with him that he had 
stretched to live. He stated that he fell in with some guys and 

stayed with them until they went into Colorado. They were going to 
go to Denver. He thought Denver was too crowded and he branched off 
west when they had entered into Colorado, saying he was going to 
visit an aunt in Colorado. BALLARD stated that he had gone to a town 
that began with Fort, I volunteered Fort Collins and BALLARD seemed 
to acknowledge this. He stated that he had lived with some hippie 

types on the west side of Fort Collins. I asked him if it was in the 

foot hills and he said he didn’t really remember and then after a 
period of time living with these hippie types, that he had hitched 
over the mountains into Glenwood Springs, and he had come into Aspen 
from the west, which would correspond. 

I ended this interview with BALLARD at approximately 1712 hours. 

I am sending a copy of this report to the Platte County Sheriff’s 
Office in Wyoming, as well as a copy of this report to the authorities 
in Idaho in hopes that it may be of some assistance to them in thei 
prosecution.

Ray Ballard case, here in Platte County. 

As you know, Ballard was sent to Lander, V^cxidng, purst^t to a request 
filed by the Defense, for an examination. Prior to this examination, 

( t Ballard was sent to the I'tyoming State Hospital, in Evanston, to have a 

mental evaluation. Both examinations resulted in a finding that Ballard 
would be competent to stand trial. 

We have set a preliminary hearing in Justice Court on April 30th. If 
Ballard is bound over, v^ich we are sure he will be, we will have an 
arraignment on May 2nd. 

Ballard did appear before the Court in Lander, for the escape charge, and 
plead guilty. A Pre-Sentence Investigation was ordered, and the probation 
af;ent here in Platte County was ordered to prepare it. \lhen Platte County 
has sentenced Ballard, he will be returned to Lander for sentencing there. 

As you may l<now, Montana ha.s decided not to pursue their cliarges against 
Ballard. 'Iherefore, it looks as if Ballard will be making^a trip to Idaho 
wlion he lias finished touring the Justice system in \«fyonungI

On Monday July 8, 1985, this office had Telephone conversation with 
the Lemhi, County Sheriff's Office in Salmon, Idaho. This conversation 
was concerning residents of out County who were Victims of several alleged 
incidents in the State of Idaho on or about July 8, 1985* These offenses 
are currently under investigation by the Idaho authorities. 

In visiting with the Sheriff and Deputy in Salmon about the case, we 
( yere advised that they would be sending photo's to our office and asked 
if we would contact the above named victims and show them the pictures 
to ascertain if they could identify any of the photo's as being their 
assailant. 

On 7-18-85, we received in the mail correspondence from the Sheriff's 
office in Salmon, Idaho. The mail was received by Sheriff Gordon Ribstein. 
After viewing the correspondence and following the instruction sent with 
the photo's, Mr & Mrs Jason Vrchota was contacted by the Sheriff and asked 
to come to the Sheriff's Office. They arrived at 1430 hrs. They were advised 
that we had some photo's that we would like them to look at from the 
Idalio authorities. We advised them that we wanted them to view the photo's 
separately. The photo's were taken into the conference room and layed out 
on a table. Jason was then asked to come in and view the pictures. At this 
point neither of the victims had seen the photo's nor did we explain any¬ 
thing about the photo's nor did we help or coach them in any way, shape or 
form. Sheriff Ribstein had the photo's layed out for Jason to View. Jason 
was brought into the room and allowed for the first time tosee the photo's 
which consisted of (5) five photo copies of male subjects.

O.K. Jason would you start off with when you/met 
this individual and how you... 

Well, we were camping out on Panther Creek — the 
name of the place is Beaver Creek Trail head and 
we had our tent set up for about an hour and a 
Volkswagon bus came in. Before he had came in, 
we had moved our tent from his place over to ours 
because they had horses and stuff over there. So 
we had left our coolers and stuff in the creek. 

So when he came over there I told him I had moved 
the coolers and stuff out — and-he said no, that 
is alright. We got talking about hunting and 
fishing, motorcycles — real nice guy and we talked 
about half hour. Then when I left I said he could 
use my nightcrawlers if he wanted. And so that 
was more or less all we said. Then we had never 
seen him — he'd been fishing all day (inaudible) 
he asked if I wanted to get high and I didn't and 
then we went to bed and he came over to our tent 
and he said his Volkswagon wouldn't start. So I 
said yeah. I'll give you a jump. So I put my pants 
and stuff on — he was standing on the other side 
of my pickup. I walked over to the pickup and he 
had a rifle aimed at me. He made me go back over 
to the tent and lay down belly first. He had my 
wife come out and he tied us both up, put me in 
the back of the pickup and her up front. He said 
he had to go fifty miles -- all he needed was a 
pickup, his Volkswagon wouldn't make it. So, I 
said just leave my wife.... 

He did not say where he had to go? 

No. He said he had to go fifty miles for reasons. 
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I asked him to leave my wife home and I'll drive 
you can aim the gun at me, just leave her out of 
this. But he had both of us. So he drove and 

we had gone maybe a mile or so.and when I 

first laid in the back of the pickup my head 
was hanging out the back and I said do you suppose 
I could have a pillow? And he said sure, and he 
went and got a pillow for me and we took off and 
we had gone maybe a mile or something and he 
slammed on the brakes and I slid forward and he 
opened up the door and said sorry about that. And 
away we went and I didn't know where we were going 
or what and all of sudden he stopped — I don't 
know how many miles we had gone and told me to get 
out. And in the meantime when we were driving 
up there, I had gotten untied but I wanted him to 
think that I was still tied up and I wasn't going 
to do nothing unless he was going to try and hurt 
her or something. But then he got me out of the 
pickup and I still acted like I was tied up and 
we started going down the ditch and he said he 
was going to take me in the ditch and take her up 
the road about fifteen miles and she would drive 
the pickup back. That didn't sound quite right 
to me, I don't know. So we was going down the 
ditch I hit him twice hoping that he would drop 
his gun and all he did was fall back against the 
hill and got ahold of his gun, aimed it at me and 
said I'll shoot you and he would have when he got 
back up on top of the ditch. He told me to come 
back up there and my wife started talking to him. 
He told her to shut up or he would shoot her too, 
so then I told her to shut up. He laid me down 
again and tied me up again -- just my hands this 
time. So he said now I'm going to take you down 
the ditch again — he had to think about it for 
awhile — he didn't know what he was really doing. 
And I told him again to leave her here and I would 
drive and he wouldn't go for that so he started 
taking me down the ditch and we went way down by 
the creek and I knew there was something wrong 
then. So I asked him are you going to shoot me? 
And he said no. We got down by the creek and he 
told me to lay down on my stomach, so I did. He 
grabbed my hands and tilted my head back and he 
gave me this cut right here — he was going to 
slice my throat. So I curled up and started kick¬ 
ing at him and I kicked him off and then he pinned 
me down and said stop moving or I'll shoot you. 

So then I stopped moving and he tried to cut my 
throat again so I started kicking at him again 
and then he stabbed me in the back. I felt it 
maybe a couple of times or something — I tried 
to play dead. Pretty soon he left and I could

feel the blood running out right away. I watched 
for the pickup and I just got hot and I felt like 
I just wanted to crawl in the creek and drown. 

Then I seen the lights up there and I thought he 
was raping my wife was what I thought but there 
was nothing I could do so the lights went out — 
the pickup hadn't moved but the lights went out. 

So, I got up and crawled up on a log and I started 
walking up the steep ditch. I got up right to the 
very top and I seen the pickup was there and I felL 
into loose stuff and just laid there. I could hear 
them talking — he was talking soft and everything 
She seemed like she had everything pretty well 
together. So then I waited there, there was nothin 
I could do and pretty soon he opened up the door 
and he started to walk down to check on me. I 
looked over to see if he had her and he didn't so 
I waited until he got out of sight and got up and 
motioned for the wife to — he didn't leave the 
keys -- of course I couldn't have drove anyway, 
we were both tied, so we took off both running 
down the road. We didn't go 100 yards — with the 
roar of the river I thought let's just get down 
here because I couldn't run any more. So we slid 
down a steep embankment and we hid there for quite 
awhile and she heard him run by and so we waited 
and I thought because of the river we wouldn't 
hear him walking back. So we waited there I don't 
know how long -- I was shivering and I was so 
thirsty she had to go down a steep embankment and 
bring up leaves soaked with water to stick in my 
mouth. I don't know how long we were there — 
probably, it's hard to say. So then during the 
fight we had had, he had my keys to pickup and 
when we got in the fight he dropped them and 
couldn't find them, that's why he didn't take the 
pickup — he was looking all that time. He didn't 
touch her, he was looking for the keys. So then 
I had her — I had her go up, I couldn't move 
hardly, she seen he wasn't there, we had a little 
flashlight in the cubbyhole and she looked around 
and couldn't find the keys.

At approximately 10:00 on Sunday, the 4th day of August, 1985 our 
station received a call from a passing motorist who observed the garage 
door open to Saints Inc., 1229 Harrison Avenue - that would be the 
garage doors. Officer Jerry Stradinger responded and observed the 
garage doors opened.

people involved in this as the hole had been covered up from the outside 
by panelling and doors that were laying next to the building, and it 
appeared that the individual that entered the inside of the building went 
and forced open the garage doors with the help of an individual from the 
outside. It should be noted that the hole in the west pumice stone wall 
was approximately 18 x 18 in deminsions. A sledge hammer was found just 
outside of this west wall and did have pumice material on it. This sledge 
was taken as evidence. 

After gaining entry to the interior of the garage area these individuals 
apparently removed a large Harley Davidson Motorcycle that was on 
consignment to Saints Inc. This motorcycle was a blue Harley Davidson 
Dresser-type motorcycle- that being with saddle bags, carry-aU compartment, 
ferring, windshield, cassette player and the motorcycle was owned by 
one Jim Neeley of P.O. Box 190, Ennis, Montana. Also as they proceeded 
to the showroom area, it also should be noted that an axe was found on 
the pop machine in close proximity to this showroom area. The showroom 
is divided from the garage storage room area by two doors that were secured. 
This axe was not owned by the St. John Inc. group and the axe was also 
taken as evidence. 

These two doors had been forced open. The hinges on the upper sides of 
both doors had been pulled away and the molding between the two doors 
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had been broken off. This item was also taken as evidence. After 
gaining entrance to the showroom area it appeared that the suspect or 
suspects set off an alarm - a noise alarm that is set to go off just at 
that building, it is not into the police department. And after hearing 
the noise alarm these individuals went in and smashed the alarm system 
off of the wall and it appeared the suspect or suspects took at least one 
(1) leather jacket off of a rack just below the alarm system. Nothing 
else was disturbed in the building - that being the parts room, the 
office, the showroom of bikes, nothing else appeared to be in disarray. 

After photographing this Mr. St. John and his wife arrived and were 
quite upset about this incident and asked to talk with the Sheriff and 
Undersheriff concerning this matter. They were advised these people 
were out of town but they could talk with the Sheriff the following 
Monday morning and they stated they would. These individuals stated 
this is the fifth time that their place was broken into, but to my knowledge 
I know of only one other time.

They stated the bike did not have any keys in it but the 
bike was not in the locked position and it did not have a Harley Davidson 
lock on the forks that had come with the bike when Mr. Neeley had brought 
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it in on consignment and stated that this bike could be started without 
the key when this lock system was not activated. 

There were no footprints available and it appeared that the individual 
that took the bike rode the bike out of the lot area after taking the 
bike from the garage storage room area. At this time there was no 
license number available for the bike but there was a vehicle 
identification number. These items were immediately put into the 
N.C.I.C. computer for an attempt to locate on stolen vehicle. 

Later that day Mr. St. John called me at home and stated that the 
individual or individuals that had taken this motorcycle had taken or 
attempted to make access into the building through the roof of the 
building also and at a later date I did go down and observe a small 
amount of damage to the roof where it appeared someone had tried to 
cut a square into this roof. This roof is a new roof and had no other 
noticeable damage on it. 

On Monday, 8/5/85, I spoke with Jim and Jean Neeley who had come to 
the Police Department to give a voluntary statement and also to bring 
the information about this motorcycle. Basically the Neeley's stated 
that this motorcycle had been brought to Saints, Inc. on Friday prior 
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to this break-in and theft and they did leave the keys with that 
vehicle. And they also left a fork lock for the motorcycle that could 
be used to secure the motorcycle while either on display or in the storage 
room garage area at night. They stated they had not had any serious 
offers from anyone to buy this motorcycle and they were unaware of 
any people that might want to steal anything from them. They gave a 
full description of this motorcycle and this will be incorporated in the 
case file along with the statement. 

It was noted that this motorcycle had a new engine placed in it back in 
1982. The work was done locally but the new engine was sent from 
Laid Laws Harley Davidson in Rose Mead, California. This new engine 
that was on the motorcycle at the time of this theft had a motor engine 
number of AAKC900256. Also, the Montana registration, 1985 owner's 
certification of registration was brought to the station by the Neeley's 
and shows a 1972 Harley Davidson, blue in color with a vehicle frame 
number as 2A41054H2, and this should be on the frame of this motorcycle. 

As stated earlier a full description of the motorcycle was given by the 
Neeley's showing particular points of identification that they could make 
concerning this motorcycle. The license plate number onf this MC 6-9621. 
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A photograph of this motorcycle was also brought by the Neeley's and 
will be incorporated in this case file along with the new engine list 
from Laid Laws and the owner's certification of registration. Also 
a copy of the N.C.I.C. information will be incorporated in the case file. 

As stated earlier a photo log was done along with the photographs of 
this break-in and both photo log and photos will be in this case file. 

A copy of all N.C.I.C. information will be placed in the case file also. 

On 8/8/85 at approximately 1800 hours, this office recieved a teletype 
from Wheatland, Wyoming, Sheriff |lJJicholson of that department, phone 
number 307-322-2331, had called and stated that they had a motorcycle 
recovered in their area that matched the VIN Number of the motorcycle 
we had placed in N.C.I.C. from Saints, Inc. The Sheriff there stated 
the motorcycle was now aU black, it looked like it had been spray painted 
black, none of the fancier items were on the motorcycle - that being 
the saddle bags, or the carry-all or the cassette player or the ferring, 
and windshield - none of that was on the motorcycle. This motorcycle 
did not have any keys but appeared to be runnable. Sheriff Nicholson 
stated that this motorcycle was being driven by one Willilam Ray Ballard 
in there area and this individual Ballard had committed a number of 
felonies in thier area - one being armed robbery, the other being 
kidnapping, the other being sexual assault. Ballard is described 
white, male, American, 5'9", £100132170 pounds, dark shoulder- 
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length hair, full beard, blue eyes, DOB 11/13/53, individual also has 
a number of tattoos. Visible tattoos were on his right arm, a skull and 
cross bones with a swastika above the skull andcorss bones and a RIP 
underneath this. On his left arm a peacock. This aforementioned 
information was received on the following date - 8/9/85, when I contacted 
Undersheriff Vinyard in Wheatland, Wyoming, Platte County Sheriff's 
Office at approximately 1045 hours. Undersheriff Vinyard stated that 
this individual was still at large and had not been arrested and to the 
date of this report this Ballard individual has not been arrested on their 
charges in Wheatland. From the information that Vinyard gave there was 
a warrant for Ballard out of Idaho, I believe Salmon, Idaho, and Ballard 
had been working in the Deer Lodge area with his brother in the logging 
business. The Sheriff from that area, Dave Collings, had received a 
warrant from Salmon, Idaho and was attempting to execute this warrant 
when Mr. BaUard found out about this execution of the warrant and was 
able to get out of the area. That was on Thursday evening prior to 
this break-in at Saints Inc. 

Later in the day I contacted both Don St. John and Jim Neeley concerning 
this recovery of the motorcycle and asked Mr. Neeley to come into the 
Police Station again to talk with me about this. On 8/9/85 at 1430 hours 
I spoke with Sheriff Collings from Deer Lodge, Powell County, Montana 
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no name given at the time but St. John did describe him as having long 
hair and beard, approximately 30 years of age. No information was 
available at this time. For information 35- is the Thompson Falls- 
Plains area. 


On 8/12/85 I spoke with Sheriff/Ipicholson of Wheatland, Wyoming and 
asked him to send me a copy of all the reports on this Ballard individual 
connecting him with the motorcycle. He stated that he would do that. 


On 8/14/85 I talked with Deputy Hank Russell of Wheatland, Wyoming 
at approximately 1400 hours. He stated that this individual was involved 
in some very serious crimes in their area and asked him also to send 
me a copy of these reports so that we would have them for sure. 

Also I asked RusseU if the bike could be released to the Neeley's. 

He thought it could be but he'd have to check with his Sheriff and 
Undersheriff to be sure. I stated I would call the following day to 
ascertain if this could be done. Russell also requested a list of the 
jackets that St. John carried in his shop to compare to evidence that 
they had in their area - of a leather coat. 


On 8/15/85 at 1000 hours I spoke with Don St. John and checked the 
coats that he had in his rack. These coats were brand name as follows: 
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Steinmark, Brooks, Hein-Gericke, Drag Specialties and Esprit. 


On 8/L6/85 I contacted Wheatland, Wyoming and spoke with Sheriff 
^icholson, gave him this information that Russell was requesting on 
the jackets and asked him about the vehicle in question. He stated 
it could be released and that they owners had to bring down driver's 
license, title, bill of sale, and any keys that might be necessary for 
this machine. Also the Neeley's requested any information on charges 
that would be involved with the motorcycle. Wheatland stated that 
there were no monetary charges against this motorcycle or the Neeley's 
at this time. 


It should be noted that any information received from Wheatland, Wyoming 
will be incorporated into this case file. Also I will try to get a voluntary 
statement from Don St. John concerning the individual that had been in 
the shop approximately two weeks prior to the break-in inquiring about 
the used Harley and matching Ballard's description. 

This investigation is continuing. The date is August 16, 1985, the 
time is 1455 hours.

the information given by Ms Hattori reporting officer requested Grant 
County Dispatch to check all fifty states for a drivers license Information, 
also advised to check eleven Western states section as well as certain 
other states, those to include Washington, Oregon, California, Nevada, 
Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, Montana, New Mexico, Arizona for criminal 
history on said subject. Request was also placed for an NCIC 3, criminal 
history check on the subject as well as inquiries to Federal Bureau 
of Investigation regarding this subject. Regarding the drivers license 
inquiry, we received a response from Montana Department of Motor Vehicles 
advising that a subject by that name and date of birth had a license 
in that state, but that it was possibly expired. Criminal history 
was received on the subject from New Mexico, also from Wyoming, as 
well as Kittitas County in Washington State.

the year of 1985. According to the phone conversation Jurovich had 
with the authorities in Salmon, the date of their crime was July of 
1985, just approximately a month prior to the incident in Wyoming 
and approximately three months after the double homicide in Grant 
County, Washington. Reporting officer has been in contact with the 
Supervisor of the State of Wyoming Identification Section and is in 
the process of attempting to obtain a full set of major case prints 
on Mr. Ballard where he is currently residing at the Wyoming State 
Penitentiary in Rowlins, Wyoming. Mr. Goad also advised that in checking 
their computer records, Billy Ray Ballard started serving his sentence 
in Wyoming on June 6 , 1986, that he was sentenced to a minimum of 
fifty-five to a maximum of ninety years in prison, that his earliest 
possible parole date is June 6 , 2021 and his earliest possible release 
date with maximum good time is on June 6 , 2023.

SEVERAL ATTEMPTS HAVE BEEN MADE TO FIND THE NAME OF THE OFFICER WHO WENT

WHICH WERE SENT TO THE FBI LAB FOR ANALYSIS. JAMES FERGUSON, SUPERVISOR

CELL BY VIRTUE OF THE SEARCH WARRANT PRESENTED BY JUROVICH AND SHAY. 

ON 082890, FERGUSON CALLED GRANT COUNTY STATING THAT HE HAD LOCATED THE 
OFFICER WHO WAS IDENTIFIED AS CHARLES KING. I CALLED THE PENITENTIARY AND

10. On 05-08-89 at approximately 0400 hours Sgt. Shay and Investigator 
Jurovich departed the Moses Lake area enroute to Missoula, Montana. 

The purpose of the trip was to meet with Montana Criminal Investigation 
Bureau agent. Ward McKay, who we had previously spoken to on the phone.

On 05-09-89 at 0600 hours Shay, Jurovich and McKay departed Missoula 
enroute to Thompson Falls, which is the Sanders County seat. Arriving 
in Thompson Falls at approximately 0900 hours, we first met with 
Under Sheriff Gene Arnold, explained our purpose in being in his area, 
and we requested his assistance in service of the search warrant at the 
Dan Burgess residence. Arnold was filled in on the details of the case 
and we advised him that we would then be enroute to the County Prosecuting 
Attorney's Office in the same building, to talk with the County Attorney, 
Slomski. Arriving in Slomski's office, McKay presented him with a copy 
of the search warrant application and affidavit, which had been prepared. 
McKay had also confirmed through the Attorney General of Montana, that 
he would have to act as affiant for the information contained in the 
search warrant, which he had agreed to do. 1 would also note that McKay 
spent a considerable amount of time reviewing the investigative file, 
compiled by Grant County Sheriff's Office, and also had several questions 
of Shay and myself, regarding the details of the case. After Slomski's 
review of the search warrant affidavit and application, he stated that 
it looked in order and then had his secretary call Justice of the Peace 
Bob Bietz, who shortly came to the Prosecuting Attorney's Office. Shay, 
Jurovich and McKay then went to Justice of the Peace Bietz's office 
where he reviewed the application for search warrant and the affidavit 
itself. He then swore Agent Mckay,regarding the truthfulness of the 
information contained in the application affidavit, and at the compl¬ 
etion of this, he did sign the search warrant. Following this, Jurovich, 
Shay and McKay then recontacted Under Sheriff Gene Arnold in his office. 
Arnold had made arrangements for another deputy to assist at the Burgess 
residence upon service of the warrant. This deputy was McGuigan. It 
was agreed that we would return to the Plains, Montana area from Thompson 
Falls, which is a distance of approximately 20 miles, and meat at a local 
cafe, where we would decide who would approach the residence upon service.

the search itself. The van was completely photographed from the exterior 
prior to any searching. Should also be noted that Agent McKay had received 
a set of keys for the van from Dan Burgess, since it was in a locked cond¬ 
ition. After photographing the exterior of the van, Sgt. Shay looked 
through the exterior right hand side of the vehicle and could see a 
piece of yellow rope, with blue stand, on the floorboard area behind 
the front seats. Shay pointed this out to Jurovich and McKay. The 
keys were then handed to Shay by McKay and Shay first unlocked the 
right front door and began photographing the interior of the vehicle. 

That would be the front portion. Following this he reached back and 
unlocked the cargo door on the right hand side of the vehicle and other 
photographs were taken of that area and the rope, lying behind the driver's 
front seat. It should be noted, at this point, that when observing the 
rope from the exterior of the vehicle, as well as with the cargo door open, 
we were unable to determine that it was anything other than one single 
piece of rope. However, upon seizure, it was noted that there were two 
separate pieces of rope, which had been viewed as one. One of the pieces 
of rope could be described as having a loop and a knot area in it, the 
other can be described as the piece with unraveled ends and no knots. 

All items seized during the service of the search warrant are noted 
above. Upon seizure of each item by Shay, it was placed into an evid¬ 
ence bag by him, which was provided by Jurovich. The procedure was as 
follows, that Jurovich, who had brought a supply of bags, took each bag 
and individually inspected it to see there were no minute hairs or 
fibers in it and the items of evidence seized was then placed into the 
bag by Investigator Shay, who was the only one who personally touched 
the items. Shay noted, upon seizing the two sections of rope, that there 
were hairs and fibers attached to both pieces. When these hairs and 
fibers were seized they were placed into plastic evidence bags rather 
than paper, and again the plastic bags were examined prior to the evid¬ 
ence being placed into them. The poncho on the seat, the seat identified 
as #2 in the vehicle, had dark colored stains on it. It is unknown what 
the composition of these stains, until testing is done by a Crime Lab 
facility. Found under the rope were more hairs, again seized by Shay 
and placed in a clear plastic envelope. Should be noted that several 
specific items of documentation were requested upon the search warrant 
application, that being credit cards or any miscellaneous papers belonging 
to either Kimberly Levine or Ed Smith and that during the service of the 
warrant none of these were located. It was also noted that no documentation 
of any kind to any person, regarding ownership of the vehicle or any other 
miscellaneous papers were located.

inventory of the items seized, I asked Mr. Burgess if he had any yellow 
rope around the property, he asked what kind of rope, I replied, a 
yelow nylon type rope with a blue strand through it. Mr. Burgess stated 
that he had a piece of yellow rope in the rear of his pickup and I asked 
if I could see it, and he said I could. Shay and myself walked tothe 
pickup, which he pointed to, and opened the right hand side of a tool 
carrier mounted on the rear of the pickup. Inside he pointed out a 
section of yellow rope, very small in diameter, as opposed to the rope 
we had seized, and the rope used in the Smith/Levine homicide. The 
diameter of the rope would measure approximately 1/4" and there were 
no blue strands evident anywhere on it. It was a double braided rope, 
rather than a tri-braided rope as used in Smith/Levine and found in 
the van. I then asked Mr. Burgess if he had any other nylon rope on his 
property and he stated he did not. I asked if he had seen any of the 
yellow rope with a blue strand anywhere around either the Burgess resid¬ 
ences and he stated no. My final question was whether or not Mrs. Burgess 
would have any use for this type of rope and he stated definitely not. 

The search warrant inventory return was then given to Mr. Burgess by 
Agent McKay and signed off at 1200 hours, 05-09-89.

Springs, Montana . The purpose of going to that area was that we had 
earlier talked to Jduge Bietz and he had advised us that he would be 
holding court in Hot Springs from 1100 hours until 1400 hours, and 
that we could return the warrant to him during that time, at that loc¬ 
ation.

At 
which time Judge Bietz gave Shay and McKay a full set of all search warrant 
application and evidence return form utilized during the search of the 
Ballard vehicle. This copy, personally handed to Shay, by th e judge, 
will be given property number BBV7, for Bill Ballard Vehicle #7, as it 
directly relates to the service of the search warrant on the vehicle.

Attorney to interview the involved officers and to prepare the search 
warrant for the Judge's review and signature. We agreed to contact Mr. 
Campbell again at 0900 hours, and departed the courthouse and obtained 
lodging in the town of Rawlins. The following morning, which would be 
04-19-89 at 0930 hours, Shay and 1 returned to the Carbon County Court 
House and again met with Under Sheriff Don Clemmons, who them walked us 
upstairs to meet with Prosecuting Attorney, Tom Campbell. Campbell then ■ 
advised that he needed to ask more questions of us regarding the affidavit 
for the search warrant and we then held a second interview in his office. 

At the conclusion of that and the note taking, he advised that he would 
have his secretary transcribe all his notes and statements from tape, 
incorporating the things that the file showed as well as what Sgt. Shay 
and I told him. He asked us to return to the Carbon County Courthouse 
at 1300 hours, at which point he would begin work on contacting a Judge 

for the issuance of a search warrant. At 1300 hours Shay and I did 

return to the Carbon iCounty Courthouse and again contacted Under Sheriff 
Don Clemmons. Following this, we all contacted Tom Campbell, who advised 
that the secretary was almost finished with the search warrant forms and 
we then stood by while the secretary ran the affidavit through the word 
processor and printed it our for us. With search warrant in hand and 
again in the company of Under Sheriff Don Clemmons, Shay and I appeared 
before a Carbon County Court Judge Kenneth Stebner, and the judge stated 
that he would like some time to review the search warrant and asked us 

to step outside while he did so. Shortly we were called back in to his 

office and he stated that there was probable cause for the issuance of 
the search warrant and 1 swore to the information contained in the aff¬ 
idavit. Judge Stebner then issued the search warrant. A copy of the 
search warrant for the case file, as well as a copy for the suspect. Bill 
Ballard, was obtained, as well as an inventory return and receipt form. 

The copies retained by Sgt. Shay and myself are certified copies from 
the county courthouse Cerk's Office and this will avoid the necessity 
of having them mailed later. After obtaining the search warrant, again 
in the company of Under Sheriff Don Clemmons, we drove to the Wyoming 
State Penitentiary. At that location we contacted Supervisor James Ferguson, 
advised him, as we had told him earlier on the phone, we had a search warrant 
for the person 6f:Bill- Ballard. Ferguson stated that he would have Ballard 
brought to the administration building to an interview room where we could 
talk with him. Shortly Ballard was brought into the interview room and at 
1453 hours, in the presence of Sgt. Shay, I advised Bill Ballard of his 
rights. This was done off of a Miranda card carried by Sgt. Shay. Ballard 
confirmed his true name was Bill R. Ballard, date of birth: 11-13-53. And 
following the advisement of his rights, Ballard was asked if he ;understood 
them and he stated that he did.00(g)wfng no time during the interview, did 
he express any doubt as to the Miranda meanings or ask for an attorney. 
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10. continued: 


Questioning then began with this investigator asking questions regarding 
Ballard's career as a truck driver. He confirmed that he had been an 
interstate truck driver for a period of years and that he had owned a 
couple of tractor trailer rigs, but had lost them or turned them back 
to the bank. He stated that he had traveled throughout the 38 states 
on the western half of the nation during his career as a truck driver. 

1 advised Ballard that we were investigating a crime which occurred in 
the state of Washington in 1985 and asked Ballard if he had ever been 
in the state of Washington? He replied that yes, he had,all the time. 

It should be noted that Sgt. Shay was taking notes of questions asked 
and answers given as the interview progressed. Ballard was asked sev¬ 
eral questions regarding his career as a truck driver and again stated 
that he had lost his truck in 1982 and that that was the last time that 
he had been in the state of Washington. I asked him if he was sure on 
the year, and he' stated he was sure it was 1982. I then asked him sev¬ 
eral questions regarding the use of drugs in the trucking industry as well 
as what the payments had been on the tractor/trailer rig he had been 
operating. He stated the rigs were quite expensive and his monthly 
payments on his last truck had been $1200.00 per month. Under further 
questioning confirmed that part of his financial troubles had been due 
to the fact that two of his children, which are twins, had a disease 
which created several large medical bills. Ballard stated he had leased 
his truck out at one point, to a company named Midpack,and'-'had eventually 
lost the truck in 1982 by letting it go back to the bank. I then asked 
if he had ever travelled inthe :Spokane, Washington area, and told him 
we had information that he and his brohter, Amy, had been involved in 
commercial burglaries in the Spokane area in 1985. He denied being in 
the state at that time. I asked what he was doing in 1985 and he stated 
he had been hauling logs for another of his brothers, in the Bonner's 
Ferry, Idaho area during that period. I asked regarding his arrest 
in 1977 for escape from New Mexico, if he had been in the Ellensburg area 
and he stated that he had. He stated that during that time period,his 
Dad, Boyce Ballard, lived in the town of Ellensburg. I asked if he 
had been in Seattle and he stated he had on many occasions and had 
hauled grain to the docks area in Seattle. He also stated that in Spokane 
he had just been going through and he was specifically asked then, if he 
had been in the Spokane area in 1985 and he again replied no. He did 
state that when he had been an interstate truck driver, he had an aunt 
that used to live in Spokane, and'taht he would stop to see her on occ¬ 
asion, but again, firmly denied being in Washington after 1982. I would 
note for the record that this tape was being composed at 1657 hours on 
04-19-89, approximately one andp®'ch^ hours after the interview with 
Bill Ballard so the interview is fresh in Shay's mind, as well as my own. 
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10. continued: 


The tape is also being composed in the presence of Sgt. Shay and he is 
aware of everything that is being recorded. Getting back to the inter¬ 
view, Ballard was then asked if he had ever been in the Central Washington 
area at any time during the year of 1985 and he said no, or he didn't think 
so. He then stated, 1 don't think I was in the state of Washington at all 
after going to logging. I had no reason to go to Washington. I then told the 
subject to be very certain of the year and to take time to think about it, 
and he again stated he had not been in Washington since 1982. Sgt. Shay 
then asked questions of Bill Ballard and told Ballard he would like him 
to look at some pictures, and pictures of the Smith/Levine vehicle were 
then shown to Ballard and he was asked if he had ever seen a car like 
this and he replied he had not. Sgt. Shay then handed me a series of 
pictures of the victims, Ed Smith and Kimberly Levine. I, in turn, then 
handed them to Ballard and asked if he had ever seen these people and he 
stated he had not. Specifically, when asked about the car, his answer 
was quote "I ain't seen that car before", unquote. I then asked Ballard 
if he had ever had any nylon type ski rope, yellow and blue in color, 
and he stated that he had never had any yellow nylon rope of any kind. 

I asked him if he could explain why some of the rope of that description 
would be found on a 22 caliber rifle, being used as a sling on the rifle, 
which he previously owned. He stated he did not have an answer for that. 

I asked Ballard if he was known to carry a knife during the time he was 
trucking and he stated yes. I asked him to gesture with his hands the 
approximate length of the knife after the blade was folded out, but he 
did not do this. He then stated that folded out the knife would have 
been approximately 7 inches long. I then asked if that would mean the 
knife was 3 or S'/z inches long, closed, and he stated that it was. And 
that he had carried it in a sheath, such as the type worn on a belt. I 
then noted to Ballard that he was wearing blue jeans and asked if he had 
other clothing of a personal nature at the Penitentiary. He stated that he 
did. I asked if all of his property had been sent to the Penitentiary from 
the Wheatland area when he was taken into custody and he stated that it was. 
He stated, however, that he had worn most of the clothing out and thrown 
it away. He commented that the pants he was wearing as well as the tennis 
shoes, were prison issue. I then asked Ballard if he had ever owned any 
cowboy boots and he stated that yes, he had. I asked if he wore cowboy 
boots at the Penitentiary and he stated that he had worn them until they 
were worn out and then thrown them away. I asked Ballard what type of 
. foot wear he wore when he was working as an interstate trucker, he gest- 

ured towards his tennis shoes and replied, tennis shoes, they are comfortable 
and thats why I always wore them. Regarding the questioning of Ballard 
on the cowboy boots, he stated had a pair of cowboy boots, as well 

as a pair of logging boots, and^again, that the cowboy boots had been worn 
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continued: 


out and thrown away. He was specifically then asked if he had anything 
resembling cowboy boots at the Penitentiary and he stated he did not. 

And repeated that they had been worn out and thrown away. I asked Sgt. 
Shay if he had any questions for Ballard and he advised Ballard that 
he would like to obtain permission from him to take samples from his 
head hair, beard, leg and pubic hair, as well as fingerprints. Should 
also be noted that in informal questioning regarding life at the peni¬ 
tentiary and the size of his cell, Ballard had stated that the Peniten¬ 
tiary was a typical jail and that his cell was an area 6 feet by 8 feet. 
Would also note that during the interview of Bill Ballard and in the 
presence of Sgt. Shay, I asked Ballard, while showing him a picture of 
the Smith/Levine vehicle if he had ever seen a car like that, and he 
replied that he had not. I asked if he perhaps, at any time, from the 
period of 1982 to 1985, could have driven a Toyota vehicle, matching 
that description, or perhaps test driven a vehicle with the intent of 
buying it. He stated no way. I then asked if he could tell me why 
we would then find his fingerprints on the Smith/Levine vehicle and he 
stated he had no explaination for this. Regarding the questioning of 
Ballard on the yellow and blue piece of ski-type rope we had located 
on his rifle, he was asked if he had ever owned any weapons while he 
was trucking, he stated that he had owned some hunting rifles and smiled 
and indicated that that was what he had gotten in trouble and sent to 
the Penitentiary for. I asked what had happened to the knife that he 
told me he carried and he stated words to the effect, I don't remember, 
you have to realize I have been in here for almost three years. Also 
during the questioning of Ballard I advised him that we had a case file 
from Salmon, Idaho, indicating that he was positively identified as 
the one who assaulted and victimized a young couple who were camping. 

I asked him if he was gulity of that crime and he stated that he did 
not know anything about it. Ballard was fairly pleasant during the 
interview and was asked questions regarding prison life and prison 
food, which he amicably responded. At the conclusion of the interview 
with Ballard, Sgt. Shay asked Ballard again if he would be willing to 
submit to fingerprint and hair samples from his person. He shook his 
head and stated, quote "I don't think I want to do that." unquote. Sgt. 
Shay then handed Bill Ballard a copy of the search warrant we had obtained 
for his person, as well as for cowboy boots at the Penitentiary. Ballard 
asked what the next procedure would be and he was advised that we would be 
taking him into another area with correction officers for the hair and 
fingerprint samples. Ballard was then taken by correction officials 
of the Penitentiary, into a separate room and away from Ballard we 
advised Supervisor James Ferguson that we had named a pair of cowboy 
boots on the search warrant and)QftIi5§d to know if there were boots in 
Ballard's possession at the Penitentiary itself. He stated that he would 
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check on this. Shay and I returned to the area where Ballard was waiting 
for us with a corrections officers and at that location it was decided 
that the hair samples from Ballard's body would be taken first, since his 
fingers would be inked up in the fingerprinting process and we did not 
want to spoil the hair samples. Ballard was told, by Sgt. Shay, that_ 
whereever possible that samples would be allowed to be removed from his 
person by Ballard his self and then would be given to Sgt. Shay . Ballard 
agreed to do this. First hair sample taken was the head hair sample, then 
the mustache sample, arm hair sample, pubic hair, leg hair sample and 
then the fingerprinting was conducted by Sgt. Shay. Should be noted that 
in getting the hair samples, the first sample from the head was done by 
Ballard by rubbing his hands through the rear portion of his hair and 
pulling samples of his hair from his head. They were then placed into 
an envelope, which I was holding, and had previously been marked by myself. 
Ballard had told us during the interview process that he was indeed, losing' 
hair from his head. After the sample was taken it was sealed by this 
investigator and maintained by me. Ballard was given a brand new comb 
by Investigator Jurovich, which had been previously purchased at a 
local store and asked to comb through his hair several times and place 
the comb and whatever hair was on the comb in the envelope. The combs 
were not removed from the plastic container which they were in when 
purchased until they were used by Ballard. After the combed hair sample 
was taken it was placed in an envelope and sealed. The next sample taken 
was from the mustache, since Bill Ballard, at the time, was not wearing 
a beard. Ballard was asked to pull a mustache . hair from his mustache, 
which he did. This was again witnessed by this reporting officer, as 
well as Sgt. Shay. Ballard pulled in two different locations of his 
mustache and the mustache hairs, roots and all, were placed in the 
evidence envelope, sealed and maintained by Jurovich. The next hair 
seized was that removed from the left forearm, again allowing Ballard 
to pull the hair from his own forearm, and again, witnessed by this 
officer. Ballard pulled the hair from his forearm and placed it into 
the evidence envelope, it was sealed and maintained by Jurovich. The 
next sample taken was that of pubic hair. Ballard was given another 
clean comb, he then combed the pubic hair and placed the comb and pubic 
hair into the container, which was sealed and maintained by Jurovich. 

The last hair sample taken was that of the leg hair, which was removed 
from the right shin by Mr. Ballard and placed in the evelope and sealed. 

All items of evidence, hair evidence, as well as fingerprints, were 
maintained by Investigator Jurovich. Sgt. Shay then took several sets 
of fingerprints and palm prints, as well as prints from the side of 
the hands of the suspect. Bill Ballard. At no time, during the finger 
printing or hair removal process, did Bill Ballard object or cause 
any problems. At the conclusi(Q) 3 ( 5 )f 5 ^he fingerprinting Sgt. Shay then 
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contjucted Ballard to a nearby sink where he was allowed to wash up and 
remove the ink from his hands. Shay then requested permission from 
Ballard, as well as from the correction authorities, to take Ballard's 
picture, to which no one objected. These photographs were then taken 
of Bill Ballard, by Sgt. Shay. Following the picture taking, Shay 
advised Ballard that he had one more question for him and that it 
would be a straight forward question and he would appreciate a straight 
forward answer. Ballard replied, OK. Shay then asked the suspect if 
he had killed the people he had been shown a picture of, and in fact, 
was again showing Ballard the picture, while he asked him. Without 
hesitation Ballard replied, no, I did not. Advised Ballard that we 
were through with the search, turned him over to the correction auth¬ 
orities and notified the authorities to have Ballard stand by as there 
may be another item of evidence at the State Penitentiary that we wanted 
to seize by virtue of a search warrant. Ferguson in the meantime, had 
been checking on the status of the cowboy style boots we had requested 
by the search warrant. Shortly he received a call informing him that 
there were cowboy boots in Ballard's cell. Arrangements were then 
made to get the boots from the cell and brought to the administration 
building, at which time they were briefly examined by Sgt. Shay. The 
heel pattern, barely visible on one of the boots, which were in a quite 
worn condition, could be seen on the boots. This would contradict 
Ballard's statement that he did not have any boots in his possession. 
Particularly in light of the fact that his cell is 6 feet by 8 feet. 

The boots were then placed into a bag by Sgt. Shay and the bag was 
sealed by Investigator Jurovich and marked with appropriate case number 
and identifying marks. Boots were given Grant County #BB12. After 
obtaining the boots, we advised the correction officials that we needed 
a copy of the inventory and receipt of the search warrant to give to 
Bill Ballard. This was copied and given to Ballard. At the conclusion 
of this, we advised the prison authorities we had no further dealings 
there and we then followed Under Sheriff Clemmons back to the Carbon 
County Courthouse. At that location the original search warrant and 
return of inventory receipt were given to the Court clerk in the presence 
of Clemmons. The clerk's name was Maria E. Lucero. Lucero witnessed 
and noterized,Shay and I again signing the return of inventory and receipt. 
She then provided us with a certified copy of the return of inventory 
and receipt. Following the returning of the proper paperwork at the 
Clerk at the Carbon County Courthouse and at 1638 hours', same date, Sgt. 
Shay and I departed the Rawlings, Wyoming area enroute back to Moses Lake.

Arriving in Plains, Montana at approx¬ 
imately 1403 hours, Sgt. Shay droveCity Hall and there made a phone call 
to the Chief of Police to try ana^obrain a location or address on the mother

of the suspect, Bill Ballard. Her name would be Edith Ballard aka Burgess. 
Sgt. Shay was able to get information from the officer, Shay also advised 
the officer we would be in the Plains area contacting various witnesses, 
which the Chief had no problems with. At 1405 hours Shay and myself drove 
to Benjie's Restuarant in Plains and upon entry into the restuarant, we 
contacted Edith Ballard, also known as Edith Burgess, and identified our 
selves and our purpose in being in the Plains area. Edith Burgess, as 
she is now known, since she has been married, was somewhat cooperative, 
and asked for details regarding the investigation, which we then gave 
her a brief overview of the crime under investigation. Edith Burgess 
was working as a waitress at the restuarant and therefore did not have 
a lot of time to devote in talking with us, so we made arrangements' to 
contact her on the morning of 04-12-89 at approximately 0830 hours at 
her residence to continue the interview. In the short time that we did 
talk to her in the restuarant she stated that she knew that Bill Ballard 
had worked for his father in Texas in 1979 and 1980 and had come back to 
the Plains area in December of 1980, after his father's death. Edith 
Burgess (Ballard) advised that Billy Ray Ballard had purchased a truck, 
paid it off, and purchased a second truck and lost the second truck, 
unknown what year. She also stated that Billy Ray Ballard was no problem 
as a child until he was approximately 17 years of age and refused to go 
to school. She also advised that Debbie Ballard, the ex-wife, lives in 
Missoula and maybe we ought to talk to her. She would probably know 
more about Billy Ray Ballard's whereabouts in 1985. In talking with 
Edith Ballard, she also advised that she had some of Billy Ray Ballard's 
belongings, such as his clothing, that she had mailed some of his clothing 
to the prison, as he was able to wear some of his own clothing in the prison. 
I asked her at that point if she had any of his footwear, such as boots. 

She said the only items that she had were clothing, one tennis shoe and 
she had Billy Ray Ballard's white Volkswagen van. She advised that she 
has written to Billy Ray Ballard, but hasn't visited him, and the last 
time Billy had written her back was December of 1988 and she hasn't heard 
from him since. We then made arrangements again to meet her the following 
morning, which would be the 12th of April 1989. She advised that she would 
be more than willing to talk to us and help us in any way she could. We 
then asked her her address and she advised her address was 106 1st St., 
Plains, Montana. We then drove to that location, observed the residence, 
being a white two story wood frame house with a Montana license plate on 
a maroon colored van of 35-11869, however, we didn't see the white Volks¬ 
wagen van parked at that location, so we then returned back to Benjie's 
where Detective Jurovich made contact with Edit Ballard Burgess again, 
she advised that she had just remarried and that they were buying a place 
out of town. Then recontacted (^l3©i(0^ef of Police of Plains, Montana, 
and asked if he knew where this particular location was and he advised 
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that you go out Clayton Road, past the cemetery it's the first place 
on the left, just before you get to the turn. Detective Jurovich and 
myself then went to that location, that location was the Don Burgess 
Ranch, which was a wood frame two story mustard colored house with 
unattached barns, delapidated type barns. Upon driving in the drive 
way we observed three veheiles, actually four vehicles in the driveway, 
one was a green jeep, bearing license 35-TA787, the second was that of 
351-16787, which was a yellow colored Celica, the third was that of 
35-13495, which was a white Volkswagen van with a CB antenna mounted 
on the front bumper. The fourth vehicle was that of a license number, 
sitting on a trailer, appeared to be an Opel AT, this was a tannish 
colored subconpact car. We then left and were enroute to Thompson 
Falls, Sander County Sheriff's Office. Approximately 3:20 we made 
contact with Sheriff W. J. Alexander, also know as Bill,of the Sander 
County Sheriff's Office, advised him of our intent and purpose in 
; Sander County. He then began trying to assist us in our endeavors to 
serve a search warrant or obtain a search warrant for the white Volks- 
wagon van and/or propety of Billy Ray Ballard, which is in the possession 
of his mother, Edith Ballard Burgess. After talking with Sheriff Alexander, 
he advised that it would be necessary for the County Prosecutor Bob Slomski 
to become involved in the case and write the search warrant for us, and we 
agreed to this. Shortly, approximately 1556 hours. Bob Slomski came to 
the Sheriff's Office. We advised Slomski of the details of our crime 
and what evidence we had so far, linking Bill Ballard to the crime. 

We also allowed Bob Slomski to read the three page search warrant 
affidavit which we had begun in Grant County, which we were going to 
use to obtain fingerprint and hair samples from Bill Ballard. After 
reviewing the documents Slomski stated that he felt we needed more 
information. After more discussion it was decided between Sgt" Shay, 
myself and Slomski that we will drive to the Missoula, Montana area 
tomorrow and contact Ballard's wife, Debbie, and then return to the 
Thompson Falls area Thursday morning to obtain the search warrant for 
the white Volkswagon van, which is believed that Ballard was driving 
during the months immediately following our crime. Slomski also prov¬ 
ided the name of his hair stylist, Vicki Simms, of Life Styles Hair 
Salon on W. Main Street in Missoula. He stated that it was coincindental 
that he had just been talking to Vicki Simms recently and she mentioned 
the Wyoming State Penitentiary and her sister, Debbie, and that Debbie 
was fearful of a subject she had been married to, getting out of the 
Penitentiary in Wyoming. He felt that perhaps Vicki Simms was related 
to Bill Ballard at one time, but unsure how. He suggested that I call 
Vicki Simms, which I did, at the phone number given in item #4 above. 
Introduced myself to Simms overQjtka^one and asked if she was familiar 
with Bill Ballard and had a sister iwned Debbie, and she stated that she 
did. I asked her if she was aware of Mr. Ballard's past problems with 
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out of prison in the near future. I advised her that we were invest¬ 
igating a crime which occurred in our jurisdiction and asked if she 
would give me the phone number of her sister, Debbie. She stated that 
she would, she then gave me the phone number for Debbie, unknown last 
name, this is the ex-wife of Bill Ballard, the phone number is 406-251- 

5787. After my conversation with Vicki Simms, 1 tried calling Debbie 

at that location, however, a girl answered the phone, stated she was 

Debbie's daughter and she was not home yet and to try back approximately 

in 45 minutes to an hour. A agreed to do this while in the conversation. 
Shay and I again conferred with Slomski and the fact that we would return 
to Thompson Falls on Thursday morning with more information to support 
the search warrant affidavit. We then departed the Sander County Sheriff 
Office and checked into a motel near the Thompson Falls Sheriff Office.

10. On 04-11-89 at approximately 1728 hours, I called Debbie Ballard at her 
residence in Missoula. I identified myself to her and advised her that 
myself and Sgt. Shay were investigating a homicide in our jurisdiction 
and asked if she would be willing to talk with me. She stated that she 
would. I asked Debbie to refer back to the time in her life in 1985, 
which would be prior to the time she divorced Bill Ballard and asked 
if she remembered where they were living. I also asked questions re¬ 
garding her meeting Bill and when they became married. Debbie stated: 
that it was hard for her to remember back to 1985, stated that she had 
met Bill in 1978 in Texas when he was working for his father, Boyce 
Ballard. She stated that they were married in June of 1980 and after 
Boyce Ballard died they had lived for a short time in El Paso, then 
moved to the Farmington, New Mexico and then back to Plains, Montana. 

She stated that they had lived in Plains, Montana for quite awhile 
following their return from Farmington. I asked Debbie if she 
remembered the white Volkswagen van, which Bill Ballard used to own 
and drive and she stated that she did.

She confirmed that they had been divorced in Missoiiila, 
in 1986 and gave me the name and address and phone number of her present 
employer which she did not want disclosed. Stated that she and her 
Children were all extremely afraid of Bill Ballard and are not interested 
in having them find her location, although she is willing to cooperate 
in any way in this case. She provided me with directions to her res¬ 
idence and an appointment has been set up for Thursday evening between 
6:00 and 6:30 in Missoula tointerview Debbie Ballard.

10. On 04-12-89 Sgt. Shay and Detective Jurovich checked out of the Thompson 
Falls Motel enroute for the residence of Edith Ballard Burgess at 106 

S. 1st in Plains, Montana. Our appointment to meet Edith was at approx¬ 
imately 0830. At approximatelyp.Qa3(l-^ours we were at the Edith Burgess 
residence. Edith Burgess being^tn^%)ther of Billy Ray Ballard. We 
knocked on the door, at that time Dan Burgess, the husband of Edith, met 
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us at the door, we advised him that we were there to talk to Edith 
and showed him my identification, at which point in time, Mr. Burgess 
said he was not impressed with our badges and asked why we didn't leave 
Edith alone. At that time I advised Mr. Burgess that we only needed 
to ask her just a few questions in reference to Bill and we were just 
interested in background information. He then, at that time, advised 
us not to badger her and that he would let us talk to her and then he 
did allow entry into the residence so we could talk to Edith. We, at 
that time advised him that we would not, in fact, badger his wife. We 
then asked Edith a few more questions in reference to Bill Ballard. 

We asked where the van, in which Bill had owned, had been left. She advised 
that it had been left at his brother's house and that Edith had taken the

She, at that time 
also advised us that she believed the van had been licensed 05-30-85 
for the last time. We then got to talking about Bill being in prison 
in Nex Mexico, at which time she advised that he had been working on 
the Honor Farm, or the Honor Farm of the prison at Aztec, New Mexico 
when he caught guards stealing feed. She advised that the reason he 
escaped was after he had caught the guards stealing feed, he had turned 
them in and they told him he had better get lost or he would end up 
dead, so he then escaped. Asked if she was aware that he had been 
caught hitch hiking, she advised that he was enroute, or told her 
he was enroute to turn himself in in New Mexico.

She related to us that she didn't believe that 
Bill was capable of committing murder and that when Bill was growing 
up until the age of 17 he was asked 

him a question he always answerea it nonestly. She stated that after 17, 
he quit school and started getting a little wild, and then got i^ j ^ j I ^ 
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trouble in New Mexico and then after getting out of prison she felt 
that he had staightened his life around in Plains, Montana. And that 
again, he was unable to, or not capable of coirmitting a homicide in 
any way. After a short visit with Edith Burgess, we then departed 
the Plains and Thompson Falls area enroute to Missoula,Montana. We 
had an appointment with Debbie Ballard, Bill Ballard's ex-wife, in 
Missoula at approximately 1830 hours. At 1830 hours myself and Invest¬ 
igator Jurovich made contact with Debbie Ballard at 2311 W. Crescent in 
Missoula,Montana. Making contact with Debbie Ballard, we asked her if 
it was a good time to do the interview and she advised that it was. She 
then invited us into her residence at which time we went to the kitchen 
table and asked Debbie if she would mind if we did a taped interview. She

At that point in time we allowed her to read a statement from Wyoming 
and also the judgement and sentencing reference to Bill Ballard serving 
50-90 years in a Wyoming State Penitentiary. We then asked the question 
whether or not Bill had any rope that he kept in his van or anywhere else 

and he advised that he kept rope around but really couldn't tell us what 

kind of rope. Investigator Jurovich then asked if there was a place where 
he maybe would have kept things that she was not to touch or to’ handle. She 
advised no, he had no secret hiding spots or a drawer or anything that she 
couldn't go into. She then made comment that, after reading the statement 
from Wyoming, that something had jogged her memory and there was some 
duct tape around one of the guns. We then asked her if there was any 
rope or anything and she advised that yes, on one of them, had a rope 
( sling. We asked her at that time if she would mind if we could see the 

' 22 rifle and she advised that we could. She then took us downstairs to 

J a locked room and suspended from a wall by the sling was a 22 rifle. Should 

be noted that this rope that the rifle was suspended from was that identical 
in appearance as far as color «^^«ture, as being the same type of rope 
which the homicide victims had oeen tied up with, in Grant County in 1985. 

At this point in time we asked Debbie Ballard if we could have the rope

10. At approximately 0830 hours Sgt. Shay and Investigator John Jurovich 

drove to the Missoula County SO and made contact with Lt. Kenneth Morman 
and Captain Larry Weatherman at the Sheriif s Office. At that time we 
were advised that •'Agent McKay would not be able to make the meeting as 
he had an investigation that he was conducting and he couldn't get away.

he would have his Chief Deputy fill out a property release form and 
release the major case prints and the sexual assault kit to the reporting 
officer. Myself and Detective Jurovich did arrive back at the Platte County 
Sheriff's Office and made contact with Chief Deputy Gilmore, and Sheriff 
Minor at approximately 0900 hours, and the items of evidence were released 
to us. The Sheriff then took the reporting officer up to see the Platte 
County Prosecuting Attorney Tim Oubim, at which time the Prosecuting 
Attorney's Office advised that they did have two pshycologicals performed 
on Mr. Ballard, in reference to his rape and kidnapping charges in Platte 
County in 1985 and that after checking the Wyoming laws advised that they

Sheriff Minor also advised 
that when Billy Ray Ballard was arrestesd in Aspen, Colorado, reference 
their charges of September, 1985, that he remained in their custody. 

Aspen, Colorado custody, until he was transported into Platte County Sheriff's 
Office and was later then transported to the Sander County Sheriff Office, 
in Lander, Wyoming for psychological evaluation, where he escaped from 
custody. He was later then arrested in Hardin, Montana where he was then 
returned back to Sander County in Lander, Wyoming to finish up his eval¬ 
uation, and then was tranported back to the Platte County Sheriff's Office 
in Wheatland, Wyoming.

Bailey advised he would do further research on the names and notify me 
if he comes up with anything which would ties the two names together. 

I did note that the Spokane reports indicate that agency received a phone 
call from Sanders County, Thompson Falls Montana indicating that a Deputy 
Lykins had information that the suspects in tire thefts were a Bill Ballard, 
Ray Ballard, and Amy Ballard. This call was made in Sept, of 1983. 

It may be that the 'Amy' Ballard, is actually Ammy or 'Ambrose' who is 
another relative of Bill Ballard.

10. On this date I received a call .from Sgt. Dewalt of the New Mexico State Police. 
She had received our teletype requesting information on Bill Ballard and wanted 
to know if we were aware of his involvement in the Jaramillo murder which occurred 
in 1985. T told her we had read press clippings on the matter, but had not seen 
any official reports as to what happened. 

Dewalt stated that Jaramillo had been found after being missing for about 6 months, 
and at the crime scene, a stolen Jeep CJ-7 had been located. Ballard, and another 
/ subject named Hollingsworth, were subsequently investigated for the murder after 

^ being found driving Jaramillos van around Texas. Ballard also sold a pistol to 

an off duty officer at the same time, who made a record of Ballards license number 
and the plate on the car. (See previous reports.) 

Dewalt stated that Ballard claimed he had been hitch-hiking when he was picked 
up by Hollingsworth driving Jaramillo's van. Hollingsworth, when interviewed, 
claimed he was the one who was hitch-hiking when Ballard picked him up. Four 
months after the initial investigation, Dewalt tried to recontact Hollingsworth 
but found he had died of a heart attack. 

Last April, Dewalt went to the Wyoming Penitentiary to interview Ballard again 
regarding the homicide. She stated he was fairly cooperative until she arrived 
at the point of questioning him on the Jaramillo killing again, at which point 
he closed the interview, and said he would answer no further questions. 

He has always denied any knowledge of the murder. 

Dewalt stated that their case was entirely circumstantial so Ballard was never 
brought to trial on the matter. 1 requested that Dewalt mail me any information 
on the investigation and her interview with Ballard, which she agreed to do. 

Also on D33D89 I called Ron Ruettgers back at the Penitentiary and told him not 
to take fingerprints from Ballard, as he had planned to do. I advised him that 
we will be obtaining a search warrant for Ballards' fingerprints and beard 
samples in the future. He agreed to this. 

Later on D33D89 Sgt. Shay and I"met with Deputy Prosecutor Jorgensen and filled 
him in on what we had done on the case thus far. 

We advised him that we may be needing subpeonas in the future for some of the 
( records of other agencies, and he will be looking into the process for this.

10. On this date I called Ron Ruettgers at the prison to get some information from 
him which he had agreed to look up for Sgt. Jenkin. 

Ruettgers had checked with the medical staff at the prison to determine if Bill 
Ballard had been diagnosed with Herpes and found that he did not have the disease. 
However, the medical staff indicated that unless a person has an open scratch or 
cut at the time of sexual contact, they are not likely to be infected- 

Ruettgers also stated that he will attempt to get a full set of prints on Ballard 
by Thursday of this week. 

In further conversation Ruettgers stated that he had checked on Ballards' work 
history and found that when Ballard was released from custody in New Mexico he 
had gone to work for CALGAS in Montana. Between 1978 and 1982 Ballard had been 
employed by his father, Boyce Ballard, in El Pason Texas as a truck driver. 

Between 1982 and 1984, he owned and operated his own truck in Montana and drew 
unemployment when he didn't have a load to run. 

Ruettgers said that Ballards' ex-wife Debbie has been given prison clearance to 
call and/or visit Ballard, and Ruettgers will check on the frequency and number 
of the visits and let us know. 

Ruettgers stated that an extensive pre-sentence investigation had been done on 
Ballard prior to his sentencing in Wyoming. He gave me the name and address of 
Robert Ortega as the person with control over the paperwork on the investigation. 
He stated that if Ortega was written to he would probably release the information 
to our department. A letter has been written and sent to Mr. Ortega.

4. On this date the Chief in Salmon Idaho returned my call of yesterday. 

He identified himself as Bob Neilson. 

I told Neilson I was reviewing case file information sent to us from Wyoming and 
asked about an incident in Salmon involving Bill R. Ballard. I had seen indication 
in the reports that Salmon, Idaho put out a teletype on Ballard in 1985, and 
asked if Neilson remembered the matter, or the subject Bill Ballard. He stated 
he was familiar with Ballard and took a minute to pull the case file on the crime 
in Salmon. He then related the following; 

On 070885, Ballard was staying in a campground in the Salmon, Idaho area. Another 
couple, man and wife, were camped nearby. The woman went to their tent to rest, and 
then heard voices outside. She looked out and saw Ballard pointing a rifle at her 
husband. Ballard tied up the man and walked him down to a creek area and stabbed 
him. He then went back to the tent area and told the wife to submit to him 
sexually or he would kill her husband. The rape then took place, and Ballard then 
went back to where he had left the man to make sure he was dead. However, the 

man had crawled away, as Ballard had used a pocketknife and the wounds were not 

bad enough to cause rapid death. He then went back to the tent area but found he 

had lost keys to the couples vehicle. He then fled the area. The woman found 

the keys and drove her husband to town for medical attention and both survived. 

These are the basic facts, but I asked that Neilson send me any pictures he has 
of Ballard and any records regarding the incident, which he agreed to do. 

He stated he had done a photo lineup with the woman victim who had no trouble 
picking Ballard out. I asked if Salmon had prosecuted Ballard and Neilson stated 
they had not. He stated that it was shortly after this, that Ballard fled to 
Wyoming and had committed the rape of the store clerk there. He had been sentenced 
to a maximum of 90 years and a minimum of 50 years for that crime. 

Neilson stated he will put together the information and mail it to me in the 
next day or so.
